Judge's Charge to the Jury. 


After recess, ih charging the jury, Judge 
Ingraham said that Mr. Wiman’s * of 
Bullinger’s name on the back of the check 
brought his act within the operation of the 
statute; if the jury believed the evidence be- 
fore them it would be justified in finding that 
the defendant put his namp on the check with- 
out the authority of Mr. Bullinger. This act, 
however, was not sufficient to constitute a 
forgery, It must be established that the de- 
fendant committed it with the intent to de- 
fraud. Judge Ingraham then defined de- 
frauding us’ “depriving of a right by 
deception, or taking something wrong- 
fully without the consent of 
owner.“ The defendant did take. de- 
posit, and draw for his own use the $5,000 
which he had transferred from the funds of 
the concern, Then the question arose as to 
whether he had authority in the concern to do 
this. The articles of association explicitly 
denied him the right to draw more than 
$3,000 a month. On the point of good 
character Judge Ingraham said that it was 
entitled to weight, buta man who had had 
good character gould commit crime. 

Mr. Wiman’s Active Career. 

The restless activity of Mr. Wiman’s career 
has kept his name conspicuously before the 
public for many years. ‘His schemes were 
many, his ambition uncircumscribed, his en- 
ergy apparently inexhaustible, and his enthu- 
siasm unquenchable. The project that he 
had in hand at any particular time was al- 
ways, in his opinion, a project upon which 
popular attentign ought to be riveted. Mr. 
Wiman came to New York in 1865. He had 
acted as agent in Toronto for the firm of R. G. 
Dun & Co., and was so successful in getting 
business that he was summoned to the main 
office. His advancement was rapid, and with- 
ina few years he was generally regarded 
as a partner in the concern. The lib. 
eral income which Mr. Wiman received 
| from his connection with R. G. Dun 
& Co, gave him the means to embark in va- 
rious enterprises in each of which he thought 
he siw a fortune. His valorous booming of 
Staten Island for the last ten years is sup- 
posed to have absorbed a large amount of 
‘money. When the plan of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad to establish elaborate terminals 
on Staten Island was unfolded nine or ten 


the island, especially along the shore between 
St. George and the hills, that he could get. 
He obtained control of the Staten Island rail- 
road and the New York and Staten Isiand 
ferries, and he organized the present rapid 
transit system an theisland. Heapparently was 
a firm believer in the Baltimore and Ohio proj- 
ect and in the future growth of Staten Island. 
How He Became Embarrassed. 

The expectation then was that the railroad 
company would build a great stretch of 
docks, extending from St. George nearly to 
Sailors’ Snug Harbor, These elaborate plans 
have not yet been carried out, and Mr. Wiman 
found himself after a while burdened with an 
enormous amount of unproductive real es- 
tate. He endeavored to reimburse himself by 
establishing Erastina, an amusement resort 
which Buffalo Bill’s Wild West show succeed- 
ed in making quite popuiar for one season. 
Of late years:.Erastina has been little 
heard of. While holding fast to Staten Island 
‘real estate with one hand Mr, Wimana few 
years ago took hold of the subject of com- 
mercial union with Canada with the other 
hand, and handled it with characteristic en- 
ergy. He traveled through Canada, urging 
in public speeches the advantage of a com- 
mercial union with this country. It was while 
he was engaged in this patriotic work that 
there was some talk about his being sum- 
moned to England to be knighted by Queen 
Victoria, He was not summoned.

Fintal of the Balustrade Shattered and 
Falling Ten Stories Almost Causes 
a Panie- steel Structure as a Lightning 

Rod—Tenants Badly Frightened=—Blind- 
ing Flash on the Lake-Front—Gotlieb 
‘Gotski Killed by a Stroke=Damage 
Done by the Storm. 
Lightning struck the Teutonic Building, 
Fifth avenue and Washington. street, yester- 
‘day noon, The larger portion of the north 
finial of the balustrade on the Fifth avenue 
side of the building was neatly split in two, a 
part fallmg to the pavement below and the 
remainder scattered over the roof and the 
court of the building, That pcrtion which 
traversed the distance of ten stories to the 
pavement fell among the passing pedestrians 
and, together with the shock of the storm, 
produced a panic. 

No one among the pedestrians was injured, 

though several persons had narrow 

escapes, among them J. H. Kirk, who 
has a suite of rooms on the sixth 
floor of the buildmg, and Eddie Har-

rig, a newsboy. The tenants of the big build- 
g from the tenth tothe sixth floor felt the 
ock severely. In some of the rooms a panic 
sued. Miss Houston, a typewriter in room 
801, fainted. Ex-Coroner Hertz, who has an 
office on the tenth floor, Col. Moore, J. C. 
Satterlee, and others, keenly sensitive to the 
shock and momentarily blinded by the brili- 
aucy of the lightning flash, fled into the hall- 
way, where they were confronted by a 
fantastic display in the building’s 
court, which seemed to form a center 
for the electric current in its efforts to reach 
the ground. Elevators were hastily sum- 
mopned and many of the tenants left the build- 
ing, although the shock and clash and storm 
wére over before the ground floor was reached. 
The building was not injured aside from the 
finial and the blowing out of some of the 
eléctric light plugs on the tenth floor and in

The Teutonic is the first of the “ sky- 
sofa pers to be struck by lightning. It is a 
steel structure from the basement to the roof. 
A lose examination of the point of contact

rd, and even the cement used in joining it 
to the balustrade remain intact. This little 
steel rod seems also to have protected the 
lower portion of the finial from the ravages 
of the electric current, although less than two 
feet from the point of contact. 

The Teutonic’s experience with an electric 
storm suddénly generated by intense heat was 
widely discusséd.during the day by architects 
and owners of big buildings. 

During the storm a vivid stroke of light- 
ning descended to the ground apparently at 
the rear of the Art Institute. A great many 
people thought it struck the Pullman Build- 
ing and reports were at once put in circula- 
tion to that effect. A policeman standing on 
the corner of Michigan avenue and Adams 
street at the time said it seemed to him the 
whole lake-front was on fire for two or three 
seconds. As no indications of damage could 
be discovered the lightning is thought to have 
struck in the water. 

Laborer Killed by Lightning. 

Gotlieb Gotski, a laborer, 50 years old, liv- 
ing with his family at No. 34 Elm street, was 
struck by lightning and instantly killed at 
1:30 o’clock. He was engaged in digging a 
foundation at the corner of West Chicago and 
Western avenues when struck. Several other 
workmen who were working within five feet 
of Gotski were thrown to the ground by the 
shoek, but escaped injury. The bolt evident- 
ly struck him on the head, which was crushed 
as though by a blow. } 

The northwest portion of the city suffered 
considerably trom the storm. Trees were 
blown down and signs were torn from build- 
ings. Several windows on West Indiana 
street were broken by the hailstones, many of 
which were as large as chestnuts. 

Lightning struck Nickolas Kurtz’s house, 
No. 251 Biackhawk street. The chimney was 
torn to pieces and shingles were ripped from 
the roof. | A little daughter of Mr. Kurtz was 
knocked down but not seriously injured. .

WILLIAM WALTER PHELPS §TILL ALIVE. 


He Will Probably Die During the Day= 
Daughter Arrives from Europe. 

New Tonk, June 15.—(Special.}—There 
was no marked change today in the condition 
of William Walter Phelps, who is lying ilf at 
his home at Teaneck, N. J. Phe. doctors ex- 
pressed their hope iu the afternoon that Mr. 
Phelps would live through the night at least. 
He has been in a state of coma 
since early this morning. Mr. Phelps’ 
only daughter, the Baroness von Rot- 


tenberg, reached home at 7:45 o'clock this 


morning. The steamship Columbia, on which 
she made the voyage from Europe, reached 
quarantine at 4:40 o’clock. Her brother, 
Sheffield Phelps, had awaited the coming of 
the steamship all night on the tugboat Gov- 
ernor, with special permits in his posses- 
sion from Collector Kilbreth and Health Offi- 
cer Jenkins, authorizing the Baroness to land 
at once. She was transferred to the tugboat, 
which went as quickly as possible to Fort 
Lee, where a carriage was waiting to convey 
her and her brother to the home of their 
father at Teaneck. Mr. Phelps had already 
falien into a  semi-conscious condition 
when the Baroness reached home, Once 
or twice during the day he rallied a little 
and indicated by the expression of 
his face that he was aware of her presence. 
Sheffield Phelps, John J. Phelps, Mr. Phelps’ 
two sons, and Mrs. Phelps spent most of the 
day at the bedside of Mr. Phelps, In the 
afternoon Mr. Phelps fell into a more natural 
sleep, and it was then that his physicians con- 
cluded ‘that the patient might possibly live 
until morning. The Baroness von Rotten- 
berg was Marion Phelps. She became the 
wife of Dr. Franz von Rottenberg, Under 
Secretary of the Interior of Germany, in 1893. 


ALLEGED ATTEMPT AT TRAIN ROBBERY. 


Five Bandits Lose Their Nerve and Jump 
Off Near Centralia, UL 

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 15.— What officials of 
the Air line allege was a desperate attempt 
to hold up one of their passenger trains near 
Centralia, III., at an early hour this 
morning was reported to 
Passenger Agent Campbell today. 
cording to the story received by Mr. 
Campbell, when train No. 4 of the Air line, 
which left St. Louis at 3 p. m. Thursday, ar- 
rived at Centralia, III., five desperate looking 
men were seen to board it. Two of them 
boarded the blind baggage and two en- 
tered the chair car, whilewne took refuge in 
the smoker. Before the train was hardly out 
of the city limits of Centralia the two men in 
the chair car made a bold attack upon the 
passengers. One man whose name could not 
be ascertained was relieved of $100, while his 
companion Jost several mileage books and a 
number of valuable. papers. The men then 
apparently became frightened, as they 
jumped from the train while it was going at 
full speed. Their comrades, realizing that the 
train had been deserted by the leaders, fol- 
lowed suit before an attempt was made to en- 
ter the express car. The train was stopped by 
the conductor, but it was too laté to appre- 
hend the perpetrators, as they beat a hasty re- 


treat and disappeared in the woods. 


CALL FOR THE MARINES AT 8ST. JOHNS 


Riot Grows Out of an Attempt to Seize 
Goods and Many Are Hurt. 


Sr. Jonxs, N. F., June 15.—A crowd of men 


headed by Speaker Emerson and other mem- 
bers of the Whiteway party again tried 
to take goods from the wharves 


without paying duty today. The Whole 


city police force was summoned and 
for two hours had its hands full in keeping 
the crowd in check. There were between 
2,000 and 3,000 persons collected in the 
vicinity and in the struggles with the police 
many were hurt. The Governor, when he 
heard of the affair, sent a messenger on 
board the man-of-war Buzzard with the re- 
quest .that a body of men 
landed to assist the police. The Com- 
mander sent an officer ashore with in- 
structions to signal when he thought the 
presence of men was necessary. The marines 
were then drawn upin the ship’s quarter in 
full view of the crowd on shore. Ultimately, 
by the advice of cool-headed men, the crowd 
dispersed. Thecity is now practically under 
martial law. Armed potice are everywhere. 
Another atteinpt to seize goods is expected 
before morning, Murray, another Whiteway 
member of the Assemb'y, was disqualified to- 
day, making the tenth. Seven more are to 
be tried.

Santa Fz, N. M., June 15.—Mrs. A. A. 
Downing, formerly Miss Burke of St. Louis, 
with her 4-year-old son Jack, walked to the 
foothills yesterday. Mrs. Downing. became 
absorbed in a book, while Jack amused 
himself gathering flowers. In a short time 
Mrs. Downing missed her son and receiving 
no reply to her calls gave the alarm 
and 800 meu began the search of the coun- 
trys After twenty-four hours’ search the 
body of the boy, still warm, was found ten 


miles from where he had started. Apparent- 


ly he died from fright and exhaustion. The 


mother is on the verge of insanity.

. Wasninetor, D. C., June 15.—In the Sen- 
ate today Mr. Stewart secured unanimous 
cousent for the passage of his bill to amend 
the chapter of the Revised Statutes relating to 


mineral lands and mining resources. The 


bill amends the mining laws in several tech- 
nical matters. The most important are the 
changing of the time when, assessment work 
shall begin from Jan. 1 each year to Oct. 1.

SENT TO PUSTMASTERS. 


WARNINGS 


Must Not Make Use of Their Positions to 
Control Political Movements. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., June 15.—The Post- 
office Department is sending to all postal em, 
ployés copies of an executive order issued by 
President Cleveland in 1886, warning office- 
hotders against the use of their official posi- 
tions in attempts to control local political 
movements. Ina notice acconipanying the 
executive order the Postmaster-General says: 

All persons of every degree, condition, and pri- 
vate opinion are entitl of right toa kindly 
service by their government, with attention, 
civility, and accommodati aksistance on the 
art of its agent. and especially without offense 
© their sensibilities. The postmaster must. 
therefore, be patient, courteous, and helpful 
in transacting his business, compel his 
clerks to similar conduct or dismiss them, 
and 80 govern himself and them 
that every praper visitor ma leave 
aratifed by the good treatment. Advantage 
should never be taken to subject visitors to the 
public office either to prose yting attempts to 
convert them or to wound their feeling by ex- 
psverions in opposition to their opinions, polit- 
eal. religious, or otherwise. The regulation 
forbids, further, that the Postmaster should in- 
stall himself as the manipulator of the political 
affairs of his own party. He is not thereby 
abridged of his privileges as a citizen, but re- 
strained from encroachment on those of his fel- 
low-citizens. 


FOREIGN CRO” AND TARIFF REPORTS. 


Important Facts Soon to Be Published by 
Mr. Morton's Department.

Committee Named the Convention Calls 
on Vice-President Wickes, Who Tells It 
the Company Has Nothing to Arbitrate=

President Debs and Vice-President 
Howard, as well as many of the delegates, 
spoke on the subject and counseled care- 
ful thought. W. C. Lynch, of Local 
Union No. 212 of. Chicago, present- 
ed the motion for the appointment 
of the committee to wait upon the 
officials at onee. The motion was adopted 
and the following committee appointed: W. 
C. Lynch, John D. Sheehan, S. B. Fields, W. 
D. Mayhall, S. E. Heberling, and R. M. 
Shackelford, delegates; and the following 
named delegates from Pullman, who are also 
members of the Pullman Strike committee: 
R. W. Brown, Miss Jenny Curtiss, William 
Doody, F. E. Tollans, R. W. Coombs, and 
Eugene Block. This committee is to report 
the answer to the convention this morning. 

The committee of twelve, headed by W. C.

AN INCIDENT AT INKERMAN, 


How One Brave Soldier Saved the Life of 
a Newly Found Companion, 
M. Louis Viardot tells the following inzi- 
dent of a famous battle: 
It was in 1855, the night of the terrible 
battle of Inkerman, when the long-disputed 


\ field had been taken and retaken several 


times, that two soldiers lay dying side by side 
on the ground, which was saturated with 
blood; one wasa Frenchman, the other a 
Russian; the former had his chest pierced by 
a ball, the latter his leg broken— possibly they 
had been struck at the same time. 

Night came on, and with it the cold in- 
creased; the wounded men drew nearer to 
each other and clasped hands, and in some 
manner exchanged good wishes. But soon 
the Russian, who shivered with cold, fell into 
a heavy slumber, and only paver. 4 thin 
cloth coat over him this sleep must have been 
fatal. When he woke toward morning, and 
gradually recovered consciousness, he found 
himseif caretully wrapped in a warm military 
greatcoat, and found it was a French great- 
coat. Hie unfortunate. comipanion, feeling 
that his hours were numbered, hed had just 
strength enough to take his own great coat 
off and wrap his new friend in it, then, with a 
mind perfectly at. rest, he ha lain down 
again and quietly breathed his last. The 
wounded Russian was taken to a hospital 
later the same day, and in time he recuvered ; 
but. as he remained a cripple, he was sent 
home to his own village. earried home 
with him a button of French great cat to 
which he owed his life, and for which he had 
the highest veneration. :

Conference with Lake Street “ L“ Proposed 
Which May Settle All Difficulties=<Al- 
ley L“ and Metropolitan Ready to 
Sign Agreement=—Mr, Loaflerback Plays 
the Star Part of the Sphinx—“ Nothing 
to Say”—Motioa to Dismiss Condemna- 
tion Proceedings.

Archivo de Indias at Seville. In the account 
k of Luis Santangel and the Treasurer 
Francisco Pinelo. extending from 1491 to 1498, 
Santangel is credited with an item of 1,140,000 
maravedis which he gave tothe Bishop of Avila 
for Columbus’ expedition. In another account 
k there is an item of the payment to Santan- 
1 of 1.140.000 — 4 2 money which 
advanced to equip the caravels ordered by 
their Majestiés for the expedition to the Indies 
to pay Christopher Columbus, the Admiral 

of the fleet. 

In 1481 the first tribunal of the Inquisition 
was established in Spain. It is claimed that 
Ferdinand’s object therein was not so much 
the propagation of the true faith as the rais- 
ing of money to enable him to finish the 
Moorish wars, which bad been expensive and 
had necessitated intolerable taxation. He 
wanted to seize the immense wealth which 
was in the hands of his Jewish subjects and 
uee it for the final conquest of Granada and 
the extension of his dominions. Just before 
the departure of Columbus the edict for 
the expulsion of the Jews was pro- 
claimed. They were forbidden to take with 
them either gold or silver, the intention being 
to seize whatever they possessed in precious 
metals, The expenses of the second expedi- 
tion of Columbus were paid out of the funds 
which flowed into the treasury from this 
source, and in this way the Jews contributed, 
though reluctantly, to the discoveries made 
by him in America. | 

Jews, or men of Jewish lineage, accompa- 
nied Columbus on his first 
age. The ship 1 
surgeon were of ewieh stock. Luis 
de Torres, who was employed as ioterpreter 
because he understood Hebrew and Arabic, 
wasa Jew who was baptized shortly before 
Columbus stiled. Tnen, too, the astronomical 
and geographical labors of learned Jews were 
of great assistance to Columbus. Dr. Kayser- 
ling lays stress on the improvements in prac- 
tical and theoretical navigation made by 
Portuguese and Spanish Jews, of which Co- 
lumbus was a beneficiary. He had always 
with him the almanac and tables of Abraham 
Zacuto,a Jew of Salamanca, ana they ren- 
dered him inestimable service, In 1504, 
when in great distress in Jumaica, he brought 
the Indians to terms by utilizing an eclipse of 
the moon, which he found from Zacuto’s al- 
manae would occur in a few days. Fright- 
ened by the eclipse, which happened exactl 
on time, the Indians supplied Columbus wit 
* provisions they had previously refused 
, m. 

This isa gummary of the part which the 
Jews played in the discovery of Auwerica, Dr. 
Kayserling’s book is an interesting contribu- 
tion to the mass of literature relating to this 
subject. It has aiso a painful interest in that 
it sets forth the intolerable sufferings endured 
by the Spanish Jews of the fifteenth century 
on account of their devotion to the faith of 
their fathers.

While Esther Waters is far from being 
the nauseating novel that its Philistine 
critics describe it, itis not on the other hand 
the great novel that its champions pro- 
claim it, It falls short of greatness princi- 
pally because it lacks dramatie action. Its 
defect is that the story is not in- 
teresting as a story, the interest lying 
entirely in the unfolding of characters. 
In the second place there is something exotic 
in Mr. Moore’s realism. Why should realism 
concern itself exclusively with what is dis- 
tressing, abnormal, orlow? Mr. Moore imi- 
tates h. French masters too closely in this 
respect. One would not have him go to the 
other extreme—the polite realism of Mr, How. 
ells. But the spirit of verisimilitude should 
be as broad as life itself; and above all things 
it should not hypnotize iteelf by 
staring at the seventh commandment. Al- 
though one recognizes remarkable virtues in 
„Esther Waters, it is . to the charge of 
leaving on the mind of the reader the impres- 
sion of sordidness.. This is owing to 
monotonous ‘‘below-stairs’’ realism which 
has just been deprecated. One cou!d recom- 
mend the work to a student of the novel- 
ist’s art, but not to the general reader 
who rightly expects to receive (more than 
anything else) from a novel an esthetic pleas- 
ure. Reading Esther Waters reminds one 
in its after effects of a visit to an insane asy- 
lum. One sees much that is miserable and 
pitiable; and one’s sytnpathies have been 
quickened and broadened; but one hag been 
also saddened. A sordid realism is not great 
art.

London Critics Talk Shop. 

In the July number of his magazine, the 
Idler, Mr. Jerome K. Jerome gives the 
London literary critics an opportunity to re- 
lieve their minds on the subject of literary 
criticigm in newspapers, Mr. H. D. Traill 
spoke with much frankness, and his observa- 
tions will be a surprise to American news- 
paper men: 

There is a certain amount of truth in the 
complaint about the tacit understanding be- 
tween publishers and newspaper proprietors, 
whereby a large number of books are noticed 
which would otherwise at once disappear into 
oblivion.. Of course the 1 — only keep these 
books afloat temporarily. owever, the system 
does harm in this way: fe limits the spacé in the 
newspapers for books which ought to ro- 
viewed, and norally creates an impression in 
the reader's mind that all books ate much about 
the same value; and that that value is a quar- 
ter-column review or less. People say now that 
there is a great deal mote notice taken of 
books in the public press than there used to 
be. In a certain sense this is true, but the 
space is divided among a — — number of 
books, and a new danger arises for the author, 
because this system of leyel praise encourages 
the production of poor literature. nder it 
every writer, good cr bad, has an equal chance, 
and it is to the mutual interest of publisher 
and newspaper proprietot᷑ 5 produee and notice 
as many bonks as possible. In the evening 
papers matters have come to such @ pass that 
you now hardly ever see a review of moré than 

alf a column in length. | 

Of course, if there could be a more careful 
selection in the books which are roviewed at all 
the average review micht be better done and be 
of a less sketchy nature. The ideal system of ro- 
viewing would be for the critic to have a dosen 
books givea to him, and for his editor to say: 
‘* You may have a column for these, and, if one 
man is much superior to the rest, give him the 
whole column, If you think a certain number of 
these books deserve review, but in very unequal 
— observe those proportions: and the 

»oks which are worthless don’t touch at all.’ 
But I am afraid that this is Utopian, and it looks, 
as time goes on, as if reviews would become 
shorter and shorter still. 

What Mr. Traill-looks forward to England 
as Utopian is a matter of “> | practice 
among the first-class journals of America, 
Several of our magazines pursue the old 
fogyish policy of reviewing only the books 
published 7 the house owning maguzine. 

r. W. D. Howells ina recent interview dep- 
recated this mean and silly practice, The 
newspapers, however—at least those of the 
first-class—can afford to be independent 
enough to conduct their columas for the benefit 
of their hosts of readers and not for that of a 
little handful of publishers.

The disposition to await develop- 
ments in regard to tariff and other matters was 
pronounced, and this’ naturally restricted 
business. The fact that the gold engagements 
for tomorrow's steamer were limited to 
$500,000 by one firm was regarded as highly 
encouraging. Gold was at first ordered from the 
Subtreasury, but the firm after ordering it there 
obtained it from its own bank.

| Last winter the Chief of the Secret Service 

made a report to the Secretary of the Treas- 

ury relative to the grahd scale on which the 


green goods business, or the fleecing of 


would-be knaves by offering to sell them 
counterfeit money, was carried on in New 
York. He described in detail the way in 
which. the able and unscrupulous men en. 
gaged in this business carried it on, the great 
pums.of mohey they made, and the demoral- 
izing influence they were. exerting, and 
pleaded for additional and severer legislation 
by Cotigress in order to punish the offenders. 
He did not seem to knowat the time he 
wrote that one reason why this industry throve 
was because it was under the direct protection 
of the Democratic police of New York, who 
shate in the profits made off the fools of all 
parts of the Unifed States who are seduced 
by the alluring letters of these green goods 
sharps. 

Ons of the witnesses f Thursday by 
the committee of the New York Senate which

THE FARCICAL SUGAR COMMITTEE. 

The following is taken from the report of 
the examination of Mr. Searles of the sugar 
trust before the Senate Investigating com- 
mittee:

This report is incomplete in that it omits 


to mention the lovely smile which irradiated 
Mr. Searles’ face as he made this answer, and 
the sympathetic chuckle with Which the mem- 
bers of the committee showed their apprezia- 
tion of it. 

These Senators know as well as Mr. Searles 
that the interests of the producers, whether 
Louisiana planters or the beet and sorghum 
sugar men of Nebraska, California, and Kan- 
sas, were a matter of secondary importance. 
It is true that the postponement till the 1st of 
January will give those producers the bounty 
of 2 cents a pound on this year’s crop, or 
abqut twice what they would get were the 
duty to take effect immediately. The pro- 
ducers would .gain a little over four million 
dollars by postponement, but the trust would 
gain from thirty-four to fifty millions, It is 
easy to see for whose benefit the concession 
was made, 

Mr. Searies says that his personal view is 
that nothing would be gained by postpone- 
ment, Nothing gained for whom? If he 
meant the National Treasury nothing can be 
more true. A postponement to Jan. 1 means 
not merely no gain but the loss of millions of 
revenue, But what the government loses the 
trust gains. For it will charge as much for 
the sugar it imports free this fall and sells re- 
fined next year as if that raw sugar hed paid 
the 40 per cent duty, 

The members of the Democratic Investi- 
gating committee seem to have dropped the 
subject after Mr. Searles had given his pleas- 
ing ans wer and to have switched off to some- 
thing else. They did not ask Mr. Searles 
whether it was not the intention of the trust 
next year to ask as much for its product as if 
it had paid a duty, and they did not call on 
him for statistics showing how much that 
would foot up. They did not ask him whether 
the government would not be a great gainer 
by a change in the schedule which would 
make the collection of duties begin at once 
and stop the payment of any more “ uncon- 
stitutional bounties. The immediate aboli. 
tion of the bounties would save about 
nine millions, The prompt collection of the 
duties would bring in something like forty 
millions. The Democratic committee did 
not go into these points. It gave Mr. Searles 
a chance to crack his little joke and then went 
at something else of less consequence,

TALBOT TALKING ‘THROUGH IIS HAT. 
Daniel H. Talbot bought a large tract of 
land in Plymouth County, Ia., mortgaged it 


for $28,000, made some improvements, and 


was sold out because unable to meet his lia 
bilities under the mortgage deed. He avers 
in his bill that during the one year allowed 
for redemption under the State laws a finan- 
cial panic occurred, thus making an in- 


.crease in the value of money far above that 


at which it was valued when the loan was 
made.“ But it appears that the land was sold 
before the panic set in, and therefore the 
panic was not responsible for the failure of 
the property to sell as high as Talbot desired.

They adopted the policy of importing on the 
“hand to mouth” plan, and their operations 
were still further reduced by the smaller ability 
of the people to buy goods either of home or 
foreign make. That has cut down the revenues 
of the government by some 100 millions of dol- 
lars, though the McKinley law has not been 
formally repealed, owing to the dilatoriness of 
the Democrats at Washington and their inability 
to agree among themselves and with the man- 
agers of the trusts. The revenues of the govern- 
ment are behind to this extent, and the fact solely 
is attributable to Democratic misreasoning and 
mismanagement. How far they may succeed in 
filling the void by their new law, after they have 
formulated it with reference to sugar, whisky, to- 
bacco, incomes, and other ings, may be an 
open auestion, but there is none as to the why

Omaha Bee (Rep.): In politics as in busi- 
ness honesty is always the best policy.

Mr. Moloney’s lengthy and labored opinion con- 
cerning the eligibility of women as voters for 
Trustee of the State University is a most un- 
worthy and ridiculous quibble, as an examina- 
tion of the only source upon which he claims to 
base it—vis: Webster's Dictionary, will at once 
show. :

“2, Hence, an institution of a lower grade, be- 
low a college or university; a place of primary

Mr, Moloney will also see, if he will take the 
trouble to turn in the same Webster's Dictionary 
to the word university, the following definition‘ 


„8. A universal school, in which are taught all

This definition is precisely what is included in 
definition (1) under the generic term school. We 
cannot refrain from expressing our surprise that 
a gentleman holding so responsible a position as 
Attorney-General of the State of [Illinois should 
not know that the word school is a generic term, 
under which are included such specific terms as 
university, college, seminary, academy. high 
schools, grammar schools, and ali the variousiy- 
named departments of public and special or pro- 
fessional schools, from university to kinder- 
garten. If Mr. Moloney has not yet attained 
that degree of knowledge, the women voters of 
Illinois certainly have, and will proceed to vote 
for Trustees of the State University according to 
the decision of the Supreme Court of Illinois in 
the case of Mary E. Plummer vs. Oscar Yost, 144 
III., 68, in which it is held that women ot 21 
years of age or upwards, either native born or 
naturalized citizens of the Uni States, who 
have resided in the State one year, in 
county ninety days, and in the, school 
district thirty days next preceding an 
election for any officer of schools, can 
vote at that election, provided the officer to be 
elected is to hold a school office not specified in 
the Constitution, but created by the Legislature 
in conformity with the power granted in the Con- 
stitution, The Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion issued a circular June 4, 1894, in which he 
says: This construction will allow women to 
vots for trustees of the University of Illinois.” 
It is, indeed, the only construction’ in harmony 
with the aforesaid Webster's Dictionary and all 
other recognized standards of good English.

Yesterday at the commencement exercises of 
the State University of Nebraska at Lincoin one 
Prof. George Herron of Iowa College, at Grinnell, 
la., was the orator, and saw fit to give such cor- 
rupting advice to the students that the Governor 
had to repudiate the orator and warn the stu- 
dents against his teachings. 

It seems very strange to me that bankers, of 
all men, could be induced to sit still and be lect- 
ured by a college professor, or that the Trustees 
of a State university could be foolish enough to 
think that any college professor could give any 
practical advice to any student. . 

This shows how little some bankers and uni- 
versity trustees know about professors and other 
book men. Their calling absolutely prevents 
them from being practical and from knowing 
anything about the business of the world, Their 
youth was spentin schools, their early manhood 
in college, and since graduation their whole time 
has been taken up in trying to draw out from 
(educate) the youthful brain the little knowledga 
it usually contains. None of this tends to make 
men of such as follow this life. It dwarfs them 
and prevents expansion and progress. They 
become theorists and doctrinaires, and are unsafe 
teachers of everything, saving verhaps of the 
weakest and least matured college student.

cursed with in the last fifty years has been first 
conceived and then propagated by cranky col- 
lege professors. Coxeyiam, as personated by 
Kelly and his gang, would have nad no start 
had it not been for the work of two cranky pro- 
fessors of the Drake University of Des Moines, 
Ia.. nor would Randall of Chicago have been 
able to get together a dozen followers had it not 
been forthe cranky professors of the Chicago 
University.

First Illinois Regiment in the Field, 

Curcago, III., June 12,—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. It may be of interest to your subscribers 
to read a characteristic letter from Illinois’ 
great war Governor, and it may convey to many 
the information that through his consuming pa- 
triotism Illinois furnished the first regiment of 
the Union forces for three years or during the 
war. 

Through his fnfluence the Illinois Legislature 
passed the bill authorizing the raising of ten 
regiments —one from each Congressional] district— 
to be ready to auswer the call of President Lincoln 
for three hundred thousand more that was soon 
expected to be made. Thiese regiments were in 
camp fifteen days before the call was issued, and 
the first one was the Thirteenth Dlinois Infantry, 
which was mustered intothe State service May 
9 and into the United States service May 24, 
1861. There has been a controversy between this 
regiment, organized and led into the service by 
Col. John B. Wyman, and Col. Thomas J. Tur- 
ner’s regiment, tLe Fifteenth Illinois Infantry, as 
to which was first mustered into the service. 
The subjoined letter, above referred to, will cer- 
tainly settle that question for all time W

How Strikes Are Managed in England. 

CuicaGco, June 10.— [Editor of The Tribune. 
In view of the present deplorable state of affairs 
in the coal industry let me, through the columns 
of Tun Trreune, call the attention of the public 


to the way things are managed elsewhere. 


The coal mining interests in England are large- 
ly centered in Durham and Northumberland 
Counties. Both the employers and miners are 
completely organized, each side having a paid 
secretary who is thoroughly acquainted with the 
business in every detail. 

In case of difference these secretaries confer 
and in many instances are able to settle matters 
amicably. If, however, they cannot agree, or the 
matter is of too great importance to be 80 dis- 
posed of, reference is made to a Committee of 
Arbitration and Conciliation, organized as fol- 
lows: ‘Six workmen are chosen to sit on it by the 
Miners’ Union and six colliery masters by the 
Steam Collieries Defense Association, They 
elect a Chairman, who has a casting vote, 
Mr. B. Forster, a Northumberland coalowner, 
originally filled this office. for his county. 
He felt, however, that since he was himself, in a 
way, one of the parties concerned he was bound 
to forego his casting vote, which. led to consid- 
erable inconvenience and often preventeda de- 
cision. From 1876 onward the two associations 
have agreed to puta lawyer in the chair, his 
want of technical knowledge being comparative- 
ly unimportant, since an equal division is sure 
to have been. preceded by a very full discussion 
of the facts, whereas strict impartiality in giv- 
ing the casting vote is of utmost im- 

rtance. In fact, in the long run it 
is indispensable to the existence of the 
9 Since 1876 the County Court Judge, 

r. E. Maynell, has filled the office of Chairman 
in both Northumberland and Durbam, and dur- 
ing his tenure of office the committee has ad- 
vanced considerably in the application of uni- 
form principles. The procedure isas follows: 
Conimunications must be made in iting 
through the officers of one of the 5 pom 
and not directly from individuals; lists of agenda 
are drawn up by the masters and workmen re- 
spectively. The committee begins by deciding 
whether it is competent to deal with the 

uestion under consideration, and. as I observe 

rom the book above referred to, often rejects 
eases as falling within the category of ‘county 
questions.’ If it declares itself competent it de- 
cides at once in many cases, i. e., when the facts 
are obvious. If evidence is needed the committee 
can itseif call witnesses and examine documents. 
It is more usual, however, for two Commission- 
ers to be chosen, one from each side, who, like 
the Lancashire secretaries, to the place 
where the dispute arose make the need- 
ful investigations on the spot. They present 
their reports to the next mee of the commit- 
tee, which then makes its decision. Often, how- 
ever, the committee intrusts the two Commis- 
sioners with the final settlement of the matter, 
thereby putting them in the position of arbitrat- 
ors. If they cannot agree an umpige is nomina- 
ted by the Chairman of the Committee in North- 
umberland, while in Durham the rales provide 
that he is to be the County Court Judge, in this 
case the Chairman, Mr. Maynell himself. In 
less important matters the committee frequently 
deputes an expert to decide the matter; in fact 
there is great elasticity in the choice of means. 

The committee is empowered to alter its own 
rules, and such alterations are actually made 
nearly every year. It must be noti the 
two parties share expenses equally, an arr 
ment which typifies the equal footing on which 
they meet. 

“Ifa member is personally concerned in any 
question he must not take part in the voting, in 
which case a member of the other side must also 
withhold hic vote. In many cases the question 
is not voted on at all, and is decided after an in- 
formal conversation. Individual members often 
undertake to set the matter right, especially the 
representatives of the workmen when, the em- 
ployers make representations; for, as officers of 
the unions, they can uire their members to re- 
move the cause of complaint. Inu such cases the 
committee adjourns the decision.“

nitz's Social Peace (pp. 175 and 176), in which 
will be found an admirable history of the En- 
glish trade unions and their influence on arbitra- 
tion. The same subject is described in Brentano’s 
Labor and the Law of Today.” hey in America 
are now passing through a period of strikes and 
disorder, as others have before us. The sooner 
we discover that the road to a settlement is in the 
perfecting of proper organizations and the edu- 
cation of those composing them into calm, 
business-like, and scientific. treatment of econom- 
ic questions so much the sooner shall we mere 
economic.peace. It is useless to ignore the labor 
unions. Rather should all thinking men wel- 
come them and do all in their power to help 
make them what they should be—organizations 
for the advancement of general prosperity and 
economic tranquillity. One of the most dis- 
tinguished of English ironmasters (David Dale) 
uses the following language: a 

Let me, therefore, declare emphatically, as 
the result of long and varied experience, that the 
best securities that employers can have for the 
rule of reason and the observance of engage- 
ments on the part of the operatives of any trade 
is that those operatives should have 2 
themselves a union strong in numbers and with 
an able and Derr trus executive. In 
such employers and such workmen lies the prom- 
ise that whatever the future may bring the in- 
dustrial development of England shows no signs 
of entailing a violent social upheaval.

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GIRLS IN HINDUSTAN. 


RUKHMABAI’S EFFORTS TO FOUND 
4 80H00L AT BOMBAY. : 


Young Hindu Woman Becoming Imbued 
with Western Ideas and Finding Out 
by Bitter Expérience the Injustice of 
Oriental Marriage Laws Is Devoting 
Her Life te Her Country women—She 
Believes That in the Education of Girls 
Lies the Salvation of Eastern Women, 

Men of India resent Western criticism of 
their domestic customs and treatment of 
women and some say that reports of domes- 
tic life are greatly exaggerated, often entirely 
false. According to Max Muller a woman in 
India always belongs to somebody; she does 
not exist by herself. In hor youth she is 
subject to her father; if he dies, sheis the 
property of her brother; if she is married, she 
is under the absolute control of her husband; 
should her husband die, she belongs to his 
family. There is among better classes in 
India a strong family feelmg and no doubt 
a large proportion of wives and widows are 
treated with consideration and affection, but 
the law is not so kind, and when a difficulty 
arises between a man and woman Oriental 
law favors the stronger sex. 

The first woman who dared lift her voice in 
protest against the custom of child marriage, 
so fraught with moral and physical degrada- 
tion to her sex ana race, was Rukhmabai, who 
now is making strenuous efforts to raise funds 


to endow the English school at Bombay for 


girls over the age of 10. 

A student in our medical schools for some 
years past, Rukhmabai,is the witness among 
us that the spirit which has given to Western 
women a new sense of their dignity as spirit- 
ual and intellectual beings is beginning to stir 
in the East. says a writerin the Queen. 
Born at Bombay, Rukhmabai was left father- 
less in infancy... Her grandfather was the 
leader of the second of the four great castes 
of India. Remarriageis not prohibited in 
this caste, and when the child was about 7 
years of age her mother became the wife of 
Dr. Arjoon Saccharam, physician of repute, 
and a student of Western thought. In her 
stepfather’s house the child led as free and 
wide a life as it is possible for the members of 
her sex to lead in India. At 8 years old§ she 
was sent to schoo! to master the art of read- 
ing and writing in the Mahratta tongue. This 
slender share of the favors of education she 
had acquired by the time she was 10, when, 
according to custom, her schooling came to 
an end. The great question of her marriage 
had now to be faced, for she was already past 
the age at which girls are usually ‘betrothed, 
A lad of 16. an orphan and a kinsman, 
poor in worldly goods, was chosen for her 
bridegroom, The rites of the elaborate 
marriage ceremonies lasted six days. All the 
time-honored observances were gone through; 
at last the bride took the ‘seven steps round 
the sacred tire, the final one of which makes 
the betrothal irrevocable, 


It had been arranged that. as the bride. 


groom had no fitting home for the reception 


ot his bride, the littie girl should remain near 


her own mother while the husband was ed- 
ucated at Dr. Saccharam’s expense. Thus 
Rukhmabai was spared the bitterest portion 
ot a Hindu girl wife’s lot, that of dwelling 
under her mother-in-law s roof and -occupy- 
ing a servile position. The sons take their 
wives home to dwell together under the family 
roof tree; they cook, wash, draw the water, 
perform every menial task, so that the touch of 
one belonging toanother caste should not fall 
onto clothes or vessels. The years spent at this 


_ formative period of her life in the society of 


her. stepfather had a decisive effect upon the 
molding of Rukhmabai’s character. She 
entered into his ideasof social reform. She 
studied English. — 2 of that time, she 
says: ‘Day by day my love for education

and social reform in¢reased, and 1 con- 
tinued to pursue my studies as much as I 
could.“ She brooded much on the limitations 
and the unworthiness of the life of her coun- 
trywomen. These years spent by the wife in 
self-culture were wasted by the husband, who, 
of sickly health and indolent disposition, 
refused to avail himself of the educational 
advantages provided for him by his father-in- 
law. It is not for usto enter into other 
reasons, that were sufficient in themselves, to 
justify the girl’s repugnance to obey her hus- 
band’s summons to join him. 

Dr. Saecharam supported his stepdaughter 
in her refusal to leave home without proper 
assurance beinggiven that a suitable abode 
awaited her. The husband filed à suit before 
the HighCourt of Bombay for restitution of 
conjugal rights, The egse came before Justice 
Pinhey, who pronounced in favor of Rukh- 
mabai. The verdict filled India with excite- 
ment. The husband appealed against Judge 
Pinhey’s verdict, and while the suit was pend- 
ing Dr. Saccharam died. The position of 
Rukhmabai would have been desperate had 
not her grandfather continued to give her his 
moral support and to extend to her the 
shelter of his home. About this time two 
eloquent letters appeared inthe Times of 
India, signed Hindu Lady.“ One treated of 
Infant Marriage“ and the other of “Enforced 
Widowhood.“ Rukhmabai was the writer 
of these letters, which attracted attention as 
keen in England as their publication had 
aroused In India. The Court of Appeal 
meanwhile had set aside Judge Pinhey's ver- 
dict and had ordered a new trial. Ihe * Hin- 
du Lady“ once more stood before her Judges. 
Friends had arisen for her among Englis hmen 
and women among Parsees; but her Indian 
sisters dared not break the acquiescing silence 
of centuries. The EnglishJudges expressed 
theirsympathy with the unhappy woman, but 
ruled that according to the Hindu law her 
marriage wus valid, and she must go to her 
husband or submit to six months’ imprison- 
ment. Rukhmabai’s 
would go to prison rather than submit to the 
decree caused a profound sensation. In- 
vitations reached her from England, and she 
resolved to go over and appeal to the English 
Privy Council. The husband now felt that 
his cause was lost; he offered for a pecuniary 
consideration to withdraw his claim and to 
free his betrothed. Condemned to celibacy, 
while her so-called husband might marry, 
Rukhmabai had won, if nota legal, a, com- 
plete victery. Her task was accomplished, 
and-she turned her face towards England. 

Rukhmabai is returning to India to prac- 
tice medicine among her countrywomen. In 
the education of Indian women she is con- 
vinced lies their salvation. The ennobling of 
their lot is the fulfillment, not the breaking, 
of the jaw. In the old days they were re- 
spected and were worthy of respect. Where 
women are hono there the deities are 
pleased, but where they are unhonored there 
all religious acts become fruitless is a Vedic 
saying uttered before the laws of Manu were 

wen. The result of the invasion of 
Turks was to bring women into contempt, 
and with contempt of women came material- 
ism. For centuries before the advent of the 
English in India the daughters of Princes and 
nobles only were educated; there were no 
schools for native girls. Forty ts ago 
the Students’ Literary and Scientfic Society 
of Bombay founded schools forthe instruc- 
tion of girls aged from 8 to 10. Ten years 
ago it started an English school with a 
More generous scheme of education for girls 
10 to 14 and upwards. It paves

Gay Littls Lodge in the Wilderness Is 
Suggested by a Buttercup, the Shape 
and Color of Which Are Followed in 
DetailHome-Made Beds and Cover- 
ings—Cast-Iron Rules Against Snakes 
and Insects=Cost of Structure and Its 
Furnishing. 8 

The general idea of camping out to most 

women is associated with beds of boughs, a 

damp canvas covering as the only protection 

against violent thunder-storms and numerous 
creeping, crawling, and flying things that 
make life a burden. Of course a man can- 


not understand why his wife cannot enjoy 
roughing it as well as he does and wants to 


know if she expects electric lights. 


A woman who wanted to live the free life of 


the woods in a dainty way built ** Buttercup 
Lodge.“ She chose a place near town on the 
shores of a lake and hired land from a farm- 


er, who was willing to give a long lease. He 


could supply her with milk and vegetables, 
her visitors could receive their mail regu- 
larly, and it was so accessible that friends 
from town could run down and spend Sun- 
day. | 

She planned the little structure herself, and 
then called in the services of a country car- 
penter, who couldn’t understand why a woman 
who hada comfortable home with all the

conveniences should want to build a lodge in 
the woods nohow.“ Still that was not 
his lookout, and he proved quite tractabie, 
following out the plan and ideas of the self- 
appointed architect to the best of his ability. 

Having decided on a_ buttercup as the 
motive, an octagon seemed to be the most 
practicable form. Each side is 8 feet long, 
making a circumference of 64 feet, The 
floor was extended two feet beyond the 


‘sides, making a walk or narrow piazza around 


the house. Then the carpenter put up 
the framework, which was eight feet high. 
The roof, which has a pitch of three feet, is 
formed by eight triangles, at the intersection 
of which is a siender finial in conventional 
form which gives a dignified and finishing 
touch to the little structure. The outside is 
painted a deep buttercup yellow, with trim- 
mings of buttercup green. The shingled roof 
is a soft wood-color, nearly the shade of the 
bark of the surrdunding trees. The roof, like 
the floor, is extended two feet beyond the 
sides of the lodge, and the rafters at the inter- 
section of the latter are finished with a con- 
ventional buttercup painted yellow. i 
There are four doors and four windows, 
each placed in the center of alternating sides, 
first a door, then a window, etc. win- 
dows are 22 inches long by 18 inches high, 
covered with a lattice work painted the same 
soft brown. Each of the four doors has an 
upright latticed window of the same dimen- 
sions as the horizontal ones. Twoof the 
doors are made in two sections, so that the 
upper part miay be open while the lower half, 
securely closg#d, keeps out toads, dogs, or any 
four-footed creatures not especially invited to 
enter. The effect of the windows from the 
outside or inside is symmetrical and pleasing. 
Within the sides are of matched and beaded 
spruce 214 inches wide. The studding, which 
is 2½ inches square, is exposed, which adds 


to the decorative effect. The same color 


scheme is carried out inside. The sides are 
painted a more delicate shade of yellow; the 
inside of the peaked roof is a sky blue and 
the outside face of the exposed studding pearl, 
as are the trimmings of the woodwork, and 
the sides of the studding a warm garnet, which 
adds a touch of claracter to the whole, The 
floor is a soft, unobtrusive bluish gray. 
Where the sections of the roof meet is a huge 
knob painted yellow, from which hangs a 
swinging brass lamp, which serves the double 
purpose of heat and light. 

Op each side of the four doors at right 
angles to the sides of the house a partition 
formed of matched and beaded spruce is 
built, three feet wide by eight feet high. On 
the top of these 1 ee walnut curtain 
poles, from which hang heavy curtains, are 
fastened, dividing the room into sections. 


On entering the lodge the first impression 


is that of a charming sittmg-room with four 
cozy recesses, each furnished with a couch 
draped with cretonne and furnished with pil- 
lows, some comfortable willow chairs, a table 
in the center covered with books, magazines, 
a vase of wild flowers, etc., but subsequent 
developments prove that itis oneof those 
cases. a tablecloth by day, a sheet by 
night.”’ a 

The cretonne which drapes the couches has 
a pattern of blue hydrangeas with olive leaves 
on a delicate yellow ground. The velour cur-. 
tains are old blue and garnet, with a good 
deal of yellow in the striped dado. Each 
couch has before it an inexpensive but pretty 
rug combining the same soft colors. 

The compact arrangement of each section is 
equaled * by the well- planned stateroom 
of a yacht. Indeed, if the lake is rough and 
the wind is sighing overhead in the pines and 
birches, it is difficult to divest oneself of the 
idea that one is not far out to sea. The couch 
itself is home made. The frame was made by 


the carpenter from wood left over when the 


house was built, and is pine stained with 
cherry stain, with a low headboard and foot- 
board, Instead of springs a most com-

fortable substitute is afforded by burlap. 
Strips were cut four inches wide, doubled 
and stitched on the machine, then 
woven under and over and tacked to the 
frame. Covered with the light home made 
mattress, on top of which is a comfort,“ it 
makes a comfortable bed. Instead of blank- 
ets the coverings are light, warm puffs made 
of cheap challie with the daintiest pattern 
sprigs of green pine scattered over a cream- 
white ground, The bed is made up in the 
morning and over itis placed the cretonne 
covering which is made to fit the cot, a deep 
valance concealing all shortcomings of 

bed and serving to hide bag or steamer trunk 
underneath. One of the four piliows of the 
couch has the cover open at one end, and the 
white pillow is slip from it at night. Srer 
each hangs a white mosquito netting 
draped over the back and out of way,
